Yugoslavia - Nonaligned S tate s :/jY ugo s la via has 
apparently succeeded in its efforts to start preparations 
for an international conference of neutralist- leaning 
trade unions. Belgrade hopes to hold the conference 
in Morocco, perhaps as early as Decembirl 

(£ Yugoslavia has been attempting since the Bel- 
grade Conference of September 1961 to increase the 
influence of the nonaligned states in many areas of 
international activity. In the trade -union sphere 
Yugoslav unionists have visited their counterparts in 
many countries in recent months and have secured 
the support of the Moroccan Trade Union and the Gen- 
eral Council of Trade Unions of Japan (Sohyo). The 
union confederations in the UAR, Ghana, an d Guinea 
may also join in sponsoring the conference^! 
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Brazil ; With less than half the votes counted, 
the returns in the Brazilian election are still in- 
conclusive. 


The gubernatorial races remain unsettled ex- 
cept in Sao Paulo where conservative machine pol- 
itician Adhemar de Barros is decisively ahead of 
ex- President Janio Quadros. In the state of Guana - 
bara, Eloy Dutra, an enemy of anti- Communist Gov- 
ernor Lacerda, appears to have won the vice -gov- 
ernorship. 


In six other gubernatorial elections contested 
between conservatives and leftists, conservatives 
are leading in five, although their lead is very 
narrow in Pernambuco and Sergipe. Extreme leftist 
Silveira maintains his lead in the state of Rio de Ja- 
neiro. In four elections both candidates are relatively 
conservative. 


Returns from the Senate election indicate that 
the new Senate will retain its traditional strongly 
conservative orientation. Extreme leftists are 
likely, however, to increase their representation 
from the two seats held by leftist ultranationalists 
in the last Senate. 


Almost no returns are available for the federal 
Chamber of Deputies, except in the state of Guanabara 
where the leftist Labor Party - Socialist slate appears 
to have increased its representation from one third 
to one half of the state’s delegation. Election results 
in Guanabara are more favorable to the extreme left- 
ists tha n results are likely to be in the country as a 
whole. I

jjJS Ambassador McClintock reports that Also-

I latest in a series deliberately aimed at discrediting
